Docter, viola; and Merry Peckham, cello) return to Gartner Auditorium with noted violinist Philip Setzer 
of the Emerson String Quartet for a performance of Brahms' G-major Viola Quintet. They will round out 
the program with works by Schubert and Turina [La oracidn del Torero). 

On July 31, Steven Smith conducts members of the Cleveland Orchestra and their students from 
the Kent/Blossom Music Festival as they celebrate the 35th anniversary of the founding of 
Kent/Blossom Music. Featured works will be Elgar's Introduction and Allegro for Strings, Op. 47, 
Zaretsky's Blossom Fanfare (world premiere); and Schubert's Symphony No. 6 inC Major. Other guests will 
be Kent/Blossom alumni and faculty, including the MirO String Quartet and violinist Herbert 
Greenberg. 

Nine artist apprentices will offer a myriad of scenes from opera and musical theater when the
